To mak e the best-flavored mince­ 
meat. only the best qu ality of in­ 
gredients shou ld be u sed. Pu rchase a 
piece of clear, lean hoof, weighing 
abou t one and one-half pou nds. Boil 
the meat, u ntil tender and allow it 
to cool in its own liqu or; then pu t 
the meat throu gh the food chopper, 
u sing a mediu m blade. Two cu pfu ls 
of chopped meat will be requ ired. 
Pare, core and 
chop fine, enou gh 
apples of a choice variety to mak e 
fou r cu pfu ls. Pick apart and chop 
two cu pfu ls ot seeded raisins; clean 
and wash two cu pfu ls of cu rrants, 
and chop fine one cu pfu l of citron. 
Mix the meat and fru its together 
and add two teaspoon fills of salt, 
two cu pfu ls of su gar and one cu p­ 
fu l of chopped beef su et. 
B u tter 
may he u sed instead of su et it' de­ 
sired. 
For the spices which are so
